ident Roosevelt submitted to con- 
gress for "careful study" today a 
comprehensive report recommend- 
ing a long-range 
$850,000,000 


Federal-State program to improve 
the nation's health. 


"The objective of a national 


health program," Mr. Roosevelt 
said, "is to make available in all 
parts of our country and for all 
groups of our people the scientific 
knowledge and skill at our com- 
mand to prevent and care for 
sickness and disability; to safe- 
guard mothers and infants and 
children; and to offset through 
social insurance the loss of earn- 
ings among workers who are tem- 
porarily or permanently disabled." 


The report, prepared by an in- 


ter-d e p a r t m e n t a l committee 
named in 13U5, included a pro- 
posal for compulsory health in- 
surance, which is opposed by the 
American Medical Association as 
a. step toward socialized medicine. 


Mr. Roosevelt said one of the 


objectives of a national health 
program was to "offset through 
social insurance the lose of earn- 
ings among workers who are tem- 
porarily or permanently disabled."

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PICTORIAL BEAUTY 


The "new photography" as represented in 


the newspapers and magazines is doing a 
great job, but is only beginning. The public, 
like the photographers and publishers, real- 
izes more and more the infinite possibilities 
of this art, when practiced with the wonder- 
ful cameras of today and the new printing 
methods. Photography is becoming almost 
as fine an art as painting. 


In these varied and revealing pictures we 


are discovering that there is as much beauty 
in little "things as in big ones. A nature-lover 
writes: 


"Within the past year there has been a 


great increase in the number of close-ups of 
plants such as blades of fruiting grass against 
the clouds, the bole of a tree showing the 
patterned bark, or a clump of dead goldenrod 
casting its shadows on the snow. The latter 
picture, which appeared in Nature Magazine, 
recorded even the fine grain and lustre of 
the snow. 


"Animals and birds have of course long 


been favorite subjects with photographers. 
But a picture whose sole purpose is to show 
just how ice on the alder branch appears is 
new and refreshing. This new photography 
should make possible much better illustrated 
and more stimulating books on the plant 
world." 


And this is not all. Photography, for pur- 


poses of art as well as science, is going into 
the realm of the magnifying glass and micro- 
scope, showing incredible order and beauty 
in snowflakes, insects' wings, mineral crys- 
tals, and so on. And with the new "electronic 
microscope" recently shown to American 
scientists, we may soon be getting pictures 
of the smallest organized units of matter, 
atoms magnified a million times or more, 
showing the ordered beauty of which scien- 
tists have dreamed.

ISMS, GOOD AND BAD 


Perhaps it is time to look certain facts in 


the face and point out the unprofitable abuse 
of an innocent word—or rather an innocent 
part of a word. The reference is to "isms." 
The immediate provocation for comment is 
a. speech made recently by a member of a 
patriotic organization, in which the speaker 
says: 


"If we are going to love America, we must 


know her. Isms have no place in American 
schools, and if we do not teach our youth to 
respect our country, we cannot expect to re- 
tain our freedom." 


We must also teach our youth to know our 


language. 
The sentiment expressed is fine, 


but the language is silly. If isms have no 
place in our schools, the speaker will have to 
kick out patriotism, the greatest ism of them 
all. 


"Ism" isn't even a word. It is merely a 


colorless word-ending, in itself not indicating 
approval or disapproval of any doctrine, the- 
ory or system. 


"Without discrimination," says an old 


Hindu sage, "all is lost." Whether isms are 
good or bad depends on the ism. Against 
anarchism we can put Americanism, against 
communism we can put republicanism, and 
so on. There are as many good isms as bad 
ones. We'd better find a different epithet to 
convey the meaning intended. 


BOOSTING AVIATION 


The National Aeronautic Association, at 


its recent convention in St. Louis, not only 
approved recent civil and military aviation 
proposals, but extended 
them. 
College 


courses in aviation would be beneficial, it was 
agreed, but should be preceded by earlier 
training. The association would therefore 
have flying courses in high schools preparing 
students for more advanced college work. It 
Recommended also schools for training in- 
structors. 


There is much interest in aviation in this 


country, but mostly of the spectator variety. 
Airport managers are besieged by youngsters 
asking for jobs but having no idea of the 
qualifications demanded. They have only a 
romantic interest in flying. They need direc- 
tion and training.

BUSY FREE PORT 


The nation's first free port, established on 


Staten Island last May, has been doing very 
well. It received 240 shipments from 23 
countries in December. The month before 
only 18 countries had been represented. The j 
first six months of 1939 are expected to sur- 
pass the last six months of 1938. 


Officials of the company operating the free 


port—which is a place where goods from one 
country may be re-packed and shipped to 
other countries without going through cus- 
toms— are very optimistic. In a recent pub- 
lic statement they say: 


"It takes a long while for a project of this 


kind to become known throughout the world, 
but manufacturers and shippers from every- 
where are beginning to realize that the na- 


i tion's first foreign trade zone is in operation, 
and the number of inquiries as well as def- 
inite commitments is very heartening." 


A great variety of goods is handled. A 


recent list includes fine clay brick, linens and 
art work, silver and furs, watch parts, mu- 
sical instruments and leather products. They 
come from many lands and go to many lands. 
The watch parts, for example, come 
from 


England and Switzerland. They are to be 
placed in American-made cases in the zone 
and then exported.

About the year 1500 the average span of human 


life wiis about 31 years. In 1SOO, SOO years later, 
it had risen to 35 years, and by 1840 it the United 
States, it had risen to 40 yeavs of age. Thut is, in 
300 years it had risen only 4 years and In only 4U 
years it had risen five years. In 1900 it was about 
49 years and in 1930 about CO years, and today, it 
is C5 years. This means that tlie span of human life 
h«s been raised 15 years in a space of less than 40 
years. 
The cause of the great lengthening of the life 


span in recent years is due mostly to tho saving o£ 
liven at birth and during the first year by children's 
specialists who are called pediatricians. Many lives 
are also saved by the success-fill fight against infec- 
tious diseases such as smallpox, diphtheria, ma- 
laria, plague, tuberculosis and others. 


Naturally if children's lives are saved, more of 


them will reach old age. And because many now 
reach old age, another class o£ specialists, geria- 
tricians, is now helping these old people to bo com- 
fortable, freo of pain, and able to occupy their 
hours in useful employment or enjoyment. 


As it is during the fifth decade—between the 


age of 40 and 60—that tho signs of old age or ad- 
vancing years first bogin to show, some very sound 
suggestions are given by Dr. W. G. Evans, Dallas, 


s, in Medical World. 
Bldrely people must be kept out of bed ;mcl 


stirring as long as possible. Confine one to bed for 
a considerable time and his mucles lose whatever 
•tone* they might have, tend to dry and harden, and 
it may be actually painful to resume activity. 
Longer hours ot rest ure necessary or at least 
shorter hours of activity, broken by one or more 
hours of rest in tho middle oC the day or early af- 
ternoon. Two hours' sleep at this time is a. most 
helpful measure in many cases. 


We doctors must be tolerant with elderly peo- 


ple. Listen to their stories, make note of all symp- 
toms, be thorough in physical and laboratory exam- 
inations. 
Then we may. it no organic trouble Is

Peo- 
ple on relief will not have to be 
exhorted 20 month! henca to vote 
for the Democratic party if they 
hare suffered hardship! through a 
cut in relief moneys—they'll do it 
anyhow. 


Unhappjly, the opposition party 


in government today, whether it 
be composed of Republican! 
or 


independent Democrats, has no 
alternative policy for the nation. 
It has apparently begun to ewalr 
low the philosophy that all Amer- 
ica needs today is a sharp cut in 
the budget, or even, a. balanced 
budget, and that Jobs will spring 
up overnight and the muck talked 
of prosperity wi|j be here. Such a 
point of view ignores the troublous 
world situation, and tbe serious 
maladjustment which our national 
economy has suffered and is still 
suffering from, apart from 
the 


political policies of the. administra- 
tion. 


Within the last few days, a 


change of attitude, which for lack 
of better description might well 'be 
called "political realism," has been 
responsible for th* shift with 
respect to the further cutting of 
the relief appropriation. Actually, 
when the bill passes, it may not 
represent any serious cut at all. 
That's because few men in con- 
gress really know anything about 
the relief problem, and most mem- 
bers have merely been following 
in a somewhat superficial man- 
ner wliat they thjnk is a oational 
tide for economy. 


The bill, as it will emerge from 


consress, will give the president 
authority to take care of as many 


a thorough nriiio* of th« whole 
rtUef iy»U» and a thorough 
understanding of tbt cause* that 
are impeding recover)1. 


If a stoppage ot spcutfiig and 


an elimination of politics in relief 
would furnltb join to the unem- 
ployed, there would-be a «uch 
bigger vote in coogrew for cur- 
tailment ot the relief appropria- 
tions. But toe fact ia, whether oo« 
likes it or not, a preponderant 
majority of both bouses (tars an 
abrupt stoppage test a reeetsiou 
appear such as developed in tbe 
summer and autumn of 1)37 


The unhappy truth Js that poli, 


tics, with all its hypocrisy, a»« 
failed to grapple with the under- 
lying problems of recovery—the' 
readjustment of 
debts hangiu- 


over from 19:» and prortaton of 
refinancing credit* aod long term 
capital for the countless small 
businesses which furnish the buik- 
of the employment of tbe country 
to say nothing of the procrastinal 
tion over the settlement of the 
railroad and electric power prob- 
lems. 


But these subjects are carefully 


avoided by congress, and, instead 
of beginning immediate considera- 
tion, for instance, of a new tax 
system which would distribute 
taxes equitably and furnish in. 
centives to business recovery, the 
political leaders ' are consuming 
valuable time denouncing politics 
in relief or federal spending with- 
out providing a substitute policy 
that can bring jobs to the unem- 
ployed. 


As long as congress merely de- 


nounces and fails to bring fourth 
new legislation which can be ac- 
cepted as an improvement over 
what the country hu experienced 
in the last five yeeri—and there 
Is ao sign of such constructive al- 
ternatives yet-r— the president can 
sit back and watch the opposition- 
destroy itself or lose -ffvor' with 
group_ after 
group 'needed 
by 


either political party to win in 
1940. The first group to be alie- 
nated li that comprising ntlllbns 
of voters on relief.

First Oil Well in America 


The first oil well in America, the 


"Old 
'American-," ivas probably 


drilled about March. 1829, on Little 
Renox creek, near Burkesvillc. Ky. 
The oil was sold as a "cure-all" for 
years, both in America and Europe. 
The modern petroleum industry 
owes its origin ,to an oil well 
"drilled" by Col. Edwin -L. Drake, 
near Titusville, Pa. It came into 
production on August 27, 1859, a 
date now generally observed as that 
of the start of commercial produc- 
tion of oil in the United States.

Of Origin of 'Hoosier' 


Some 14 explanations of the origin 


of the term "Hoosicr" have been of- 
fered. Meredith Nicholson, in "The 
Hoosier," discussed most of them. 
The earliest 'record of the use of 
the word is thought to be John Fin- 
ley's poem, "The Hoosier's Nest," 
printed in the Indianapolis Journal.
